Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  annuaJ.  report  on  the  v'ork  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1964,  which  is  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 

1/65. 


The  most  noticeable  aspect  of  the  vital  statistics  is  the 
considerable  increase  in  population  of  980  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  The  population  in  mid  1964  was  28,970. 

The  Birth  Rate,  18*41  per  thousand,  is  comparable  with  that 
of  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  The  Death  Rate,  9*17  per  thousand, 
remains  lov/er  than  that  of  England  and  Wales  and  is  the  lowest  rate 
in  this  district  for  11  years.  Of  the  eight  infant  deaths  seven 
occured  within  the  first  week  of  life  and  T,;ere  due  to  prematurity  and 
conditions  in  the  mother  which  have  a,  tendancy  to  still  birth.  At 
this  early  age  the  causes  of  infant  deaths  are  notoriously  difficult 
to  influence  and  medica.1  research  is  continuing  on  these  causes  of 
mortality.  Once  again  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  heart  and 
circulatory  diseases,  followed  by  lung  cancer,  which  accounted  for 
twelve  deaths,  and  bronchitis. 

An  epidemic  of  mumps  occurred  during  the  first  half  of  the  year, 
and  chicken  pox  during  the  latter  half.  Effective  immunisation 
accounts  for  the  lov/  prevalence  of  disease  for  which  immunisation  is 
available.  No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  have  been  notified  for  ten 
years  or  diphtheria  for  tvrenty-one  years. 

More  hospital  beds  are  needed  especially  for  maternity  and 
geriatric  patients,  and  the  aZterations  proposed  for  the  Farnham 
Hospital  in  1965  are  anxiously  awaited,  pending  the  building  of  the 
new  district  hospital  scheduled  to  commence  in  1972. 

The  Farnham  Council,  keenly  interested  in  establishing  a Cervical 
Cytology  Centre  in  Farnham,  has  been  in  communication  with  the  South 
West  Regional  Hoi^ital  Boe,rd  pressing  for  facilities  to  be  made  avail- 
able at  the  Farnham  Hospital  Group  Laboratory.  The  Pathologist  at 
the  Farnham  Hospita.!,  in  spite  of  pressure  of  work  in  his  department, 
has  continued  to  accept  cervical  smears  obtained  by  General  Practi- 
tioners and  Consultant  Gynaecologists  for  cytological  examination. 

It  is  confidently  esqjected  that  this  v/ork  will  be  continued  and  ex- 
panded and  an  auxiliary  CervicaZ  Cytology  Centre  established  at  the 
Farnham  Hospital  in  the  near  future,  the  main  Centre  in  this  region 
to  be  at  Guildford,  about  10  miles  away. 
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A high  standard  of  Public  Health  inspection  v/as  maintained  by 
Mr.  Trenain,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Supervision  of  housing, 
food  and  environmental  conditions  continues  smoothly.  297  visits 
vere  made  v;ithin  tvventy-four  hours,  foil ov;ing  the  Aberdeen  typhoid 
outbreak,  to  advise  shops  and  canteens  to  v^ithdrav;  a certain  brand  of 
corned  beef. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railvv-ay  Premises  Act,  1963  came  into 
operation  during  the  year.  This  much  awaited  legislation  has 
placed  increased  responsibilities  and  work  on  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  A good  stajat  has  been  made  on  the  initial  inspections 
and  this  has  been  made  possible  due  to  the  appointment  of  an  extra 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

Progress  continues  in  dealing  with  properties  scheduled  for  demo- 
lition under  the  Housing  Acts.  As  in  other  parts  of  the  country  the 
problem  of  rehousing  occupants  from  unfit  dwellings  tends  to  hold  up 
the  clearing  of  unfit  properties. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  continuing  interest  and  encouragement,  the  Chief  Officers 
of  other  Departments  for  their  co-operation,  and  the  staff  of  the 
Public  HeaJ-th  Departeent  for  their  excellent  work  during  the  year.

Parnham  is  a pleasant  residential  to\m  situated  within  38  niles 
of  London,  surrounded  by  the  Metropolitan  Green  Belt,  There  is 
anple  provision  for  recreation  and  organised  games  in  the  428  acres 
of  open  spa-ces,  parks  and  pleasure  grounds.  Of  this  Famhan  Park 
is  an  extensive  area  of  325  acres.  There  are  two  modem  open  air 
swini:iing  pools  near  the  tovm  centre.  Cultural  activities  include  the 
Willmer  House  Museum  and  The  Castle  Repertory  Theatre, 

Light  industry  has  increased  in  recent  yeaj’s.  The  Guildford 
Road  Trading  Estate,  provided  by  the  Council,  offers  employment  in 
engineering,  timber,  plastics,  coach  building,  building  materials, 
food  distribution  and  packaging,  and  other  specialised  trades.  There 
are  many  opportunities  for  employment  locally. 

iji  excellent  service  by  British  Railv/ays  provides  transport  for 
those  employed  in  London. 

During  the  year  the  new  Centre  for  Social  Services,  at  Brightwells 
built  by  the  Council,  was  opened.  This  provides,  in  the  same  building 
premises  for  the  T/.V.S.,  Citizens  Advice  Bureau,  and  an  old  people's 
club.  This  is  a pioneering  venture  of  great  interest  to  many  other 
authorities.

There  were  eleven  infant  deaths  during  the  year  (including  trans- 
ferable deaths)  giving  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  22*3  per  thousand 
live  births,  compared  with  20*0  per  thousand  live  births  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Perinatal  Dea.ths 

As  the  majority  of  infant  deaths  occur  ;7ithin  the  first  v/eek  of 
life  and  the  causes  of  these  deaths  are  believed  to  be  the  same  as 
those  ca.using  still  births,  the  Registrar  General  has  suggested  that 
these  tT;70  are  combined  as  perinatal  deaths,  giving  a new  statistical 
measurement.  The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  is  28*0  compared  wilii 
18*63  in  1963. 

Of  the  eleven  infant  deaths  eiglit  occurred  during  the  first  week 
of  life.  Seven  of  these  were  due  to  causes  which  might  equally  have 
caused  still  births  and  there  is  no  particular  significance  in  the  rise 
in  this  figure  compared  Mxth  1963.

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  District  was  369, 
equal  to  a death  rate  of  12»74  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population 
or  a Corrected  Death  Rate  of  9*17  per  thousand.  This  is  again  lower 
than  that  of  England  and  Wales  which  is  11*3«  This  is  the  lowest 
figure  for  the  Urban  District  for  11  years.

EOim  HELP  SERVICE 

The  South  Western  Division  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  adnin- 
isters  the  Hone  Help  Service.  There  are  at  present  about  seventy 
Hone  Helps  serving  the  whole  Division,  although  in  fact  most  of 
then  reside  in  the  urban  parts  of  the  District. 

Wherever  possible  Neighbourly  Helps  of  Virhich  there  are  nineteen 
at  the  present  titie,  are  recruited  in  the  rural  areas,  partly  so  that 
the  patients  can  have  nore  constant  attention  and  partly  to  avoid  the 
travelling  necessary  when  Hone  Helps  fron  the  town  are  used. 

Special  Hone  Helps  are  used  when  available  to  assist  v/ith  unusually 
difficult  cases  or  problen  fanilies,  but  the  necessity  for  special 
training  and  unusual  attributes  uakes  then  difficult  to  obtain.  There 
are  four  at  the  nonent,  iJ.1  requests  fron  this  departnent  for  Hone 
Helps  during  1964  have  been  net, 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 


There  is  a Chiropody  Service  for  expectant  nothers,  handicapped 
persons  a,nd  old  people.  The  first  two  classes  are  dealt  with  by  direct 
arrangenent  with  private  chiropodists,  the  third  through  voluntary 
organisations,  such  as  the  Red  Cross  and  W.V.S,

Many 
diversions  are  arrajiged.  Not  the  least  of  the  benefits  is  the  increase 
in  Dorale  and  the  lifting  of  depression  so  connon  in  the  elderly,  v/ho 
are  infirn  and  often  living  alone.

The  present  proposals  for  the  Farnhau  Hospital  Development  Plan 
show  that  the  ne¥/  ward  block  is  due  to  be  completed  in  three  years.  4 
start  is  expected  in  mid  1965* 

The  ne¥7  v.'ard  will  increase  maternity  beds  to  20.  This  should  be 

some  help  in  relieving  the  pressure  on  maternily  beds.  At  present 

there  are  only  10  post  natal  and  4 ante  natal  beds.  Many  women  have 
to  be  discharged  to  their  homes  24-48  hours  after  confinement. 

The  need  for  more  hospital  beds  is  urgent,  not  only  for  ma.ternity 
but  also  for  geriatric  cases.  Genera.l  Practitioners  are  una.ble  to  admit 
chronic  sick  elderly  persons  requiring  hospital  care,  to  hospital  due  to 
lack  of  accommodation.  This  places  an  intolerable  burden  on  the  General 
Practitioner  and  a,ll  those  concerned  with  the  ¥;elfare  of  the  patient.

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  statutory  action  under  this 
section  of  the  Act  during  1964,  although  this  had  to  be  considered 
on  two  occasions, 

Tv70  elderly  ladies,  living  alone  in  different  parts  of  the  town 
in  adverse  conditions,  gave  cause  for  concern  having  refused  all  offers 
to  accept  accomodation  in  a Welfare  Hone.  Both,  however,  were  adnitted 
to  hospital  during  the  year  because  of  failing  strength. 

In  one  case  an  old  lady,  who  had  been  practically  blind  for  many 
years,  had  a cataract  operation  and  her  eyesight  was  partially  restored. 

The  problen  of  old  people  still  increases.  Quite  understandably 
nost  of  then  desire  to  stay  in  their  ovm  hones  and  retain  their  independ- 
ence, despite  obvious  hardships.  Many  are  not  ill  and  have  not  seen  a 
doctor  for  years,  but  are  no  longer  able  to  care  for  themselves  properly 
and  trivial  illnesses  can  completely  incapacitate  them. 

The  W.V.S,  and  Red  Cross  do  a wonderful  job  in  supporting  these 
old  persons  by  providing  "Meals  on  ulieels",  shopping,  reading  and  transport 
for  thosestill  able  to  be-  taken  to  the  bright  new  Centre  for  Old  People 
at  Brightwells.

Members  are  welcomed  at  the  new  Gostrey  Club  every  Thursday  between 
2 p.n.  and  9 p.n.  and  the  membership  is  approxima.tely  100,  Games 
are  organised,  refreshments  provided  and  expeditions  are  organised  in 
the  sumraer  months. 
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This  very  useful  service  is  organised  by  the  W.V.S.  to  v7hon 
application  for  enrolment,  either  as  a sitter  or  parent,  should  be 
made.  In  the  interest  of  both  parties,  references  are  tpJcen  up  for 
sitters  and  poxents.  The  charge  is  2/6  per  hour  and  3/**  pi’ter 
11  p.m.  Reasonable  notice  is  required  a.s  a considerable  number  of 
"Sitters"  are  not  on  the  telephone. 

Night  Attendance  Scheme 

This  is  organised  by  the  T/.V.S.  Tel.  Famhari  4325,  and  provides 
reliable  attendants  (not  trained  nurses)  to  sit  up  at  night  v/ith 
patients  whose  families  cannot  look  ri’ter  them  by  night  as  v/ell  as 
by  day.  There  is  a charge  which  can  be  subsidised  in  necessitous 
cases.

Non-Notifiable  Diseases 

Two  non-notifiable  diseases  were  the  main  causes  of  absence  from 
School  during  I964.  During  the  first  half  of  the  year  mumps  was 
prevalent,  (235  cases)  followed  by  chicken  pox  during  the  latter  part, 
(II8  cases).  Most  children  v/ere  nursed  at  home. 

There  were  no  com.plications. 


Five  cases  of  whooping  cough  occurred  during  the  year.  Three  of 
these  had  received  whooping  cough  immunisa.tion  in  infancy;  one 
(possibly)  had  not;  and  one  v;as  a baby  of  four  months  who  had  not 
started  its  course. 

The  disease  v;as  modified  and  not  protracted. 

Typhoid  Fever 

Follor/ing  the  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  in  Aberdeen  and  its  suspected 
association  w’ith  certo,in  batch  numbers  of  canned  corned  beef,  297  visits 
were  made  to  shops  and  food  establishments. 
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iJ-l  persons  returning  to  this  area  fron  Aberdeen  v;ere  investigated. 

Food  shops,  canteens,  restaurants  and  water  undertakings  were 
circulated  with  a letter  warning  of  the  danger  of  ecployees  who  had 
returned  fron  the  infected  area. 

General  Practitioners  and  Hospital  Doctors  also  co-operated. 

The  episode  was  laade  the  basis  of  enphasising  the  value  of  food  hygiene 
preca-utions,  especially  the  inijortance  of  careful  washing  of  hands. 

Scarlet  Fever  and  Haeuolytic  Streptococcal  Infection 

No  cases  of  true  scarlet  fever  w'ere  notified.  A t3^ical  rash 
is  rarely  seen  nowadays.  However,  ha,enolytic  streptococcal  throat 
infections  without  a rash  occurred  frequently  auong  new  entrants  to 
school. 

Smallpox 

One  suspected  smallpox  contact  returned  by  air  from  Rio  de  Janeiro 
in  September.  This  person  was  reva.ccinated,  and  after  a stay  of  two 
days  in  Farnham  left  for  Paris. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

This  is  defined  as  a febrile  condition  occurring  in  a woman  having 
a temperature  of  100°F.  or  more  within  14  da3’'s  after  childbirth  or 
miscarriage.  Two  cases  occurred  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  in  one 
case  complicating  opera.tion.  Both  patients  na^de  an  uneventful  recovery. 

Sonne  Dysentery 


Three  cases  only  vrere  notified.  One  of  these  was  a nurse  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  her  illness  occurring  at  the  time  many  patients, 
admitted  from  an  institution  in  a neighbouring  district,  were  being- 
treated  for  this  disease.  She  is  thought  to  have  become  infected 
fron  nursing  these  pa,tients.  She  v;as  excluded  from  nursing  other 
types  of  illness  until  bacteriologically  clear. 

Gastro  Enteritis 

One  infant  a few  weeks  old  v;as  admitted  to  Hospital  with  gastro- 
enteritis presumably  secondary  to  respiratory  infection.

Many  older  children  received  their  primany  immunisation  in  the 
days  before  Triple  Antigen  ¥/as  used  and  so  were  not  immunised  aga-inst 
Tetanus.  If  their  parents  wish  it  the  primal^'’  course  for  Tetanus 
is  combined  with  the  boosting  dose  for  Diphtheria  at  5 and  10  years 
of  age. 


This  has  greatly  increased  the  work  of  organising  and  executing 
the  annual  programme,  as  it  entails  much  checking  of  records  and 
three  visits  to  each  school  instead  of  one.  Children  who  are 
absent  \7hen  the  visit  is  made  have  to  be  foHov/ed  up  and  directed  to 
one  of  the  local  (County)  Welfare  Clinics.

The  Mass  Radiography  Service  visits  Aldershot  and  Camberley 
four  times  each  month  to  provide  a G-eneraJ.  Pra,ctitioner  Service, 

The  rapid  diagnosis  is  much  appreciated.

Tuberculosis  After  Care  Committee 

Although  originally  intended  for  the  after  caxe  of  tuberculosis 
patients,  this  Committee  now  covers  any  form  of  lung  disease.  Help 
is  given  in  cases  where  there  is  a need  beyond  what  is  available  from 
official  services. 

Activities  diiring  the  ye;ar  have  included  provision  of  milk, 
extra  food  and  coal;  assistance  v;ith  children’s  holidays;  and  a 
subsidy  towards  the  special  bus  which  is  run  on  Sundays  and  Bank 
Holida^'-s  to  talce  visitors  to  King  G-eorge  V,  Hospital  at  G-odalming. 
Individual  members  trice  bronchitic  patients  out  in  their  cans  in 
favourable  weather. 

Owing  to  competition  from  other  National  and  Loca.l  appea,ls,  the 
income  and  consequently  the  County  Crant,  has  dropped  this  yean  and 
forced  some  curtailment  of  activities.

HOUSING 

(a)  General 

A number  of  complaints  referred  to  above,  v/ere  in  respect  of 
housing  defects,  and  these  in  the  main  v/ere  dealt  v/ith  by  means  of 
informal  action.  A number  of  owners  had  some  difficulty  in  obtaining 
builders  to  carry  out  repair  v/ork  to  the  older  type  of  houses  and 
often  much  time  v/as  taken  up  with  discussions  v/ith  owners  and  builders. 


It  is  important  that  the  older  type  of  properties  do  not  fall  into 
a state  of  disrepedr  as  there  is  a shortage  of  houses  to  let  at  a 
reasonable  rental,  in  fact  in  most  cases  where  properties  of  this  nature 
become  vacant  they  are  sold  and  reconditioned,  by  an  ov/ner  occupier. 


(b) 


Grants 


The  Housing  Act,  1964,  made  changes  in  the  scheme  of  discretionary 
and  standard  grants.  These  changes  were  designed  to  make  grants  more 
attractive  and  thus  to  encourage  more  owners  to  improve  their  dv/ellings. 
Also  provisions  were  included  to  enable  local  authorities  to  compel 
ov/ners  to  improve  tenanted  dwellings,  by  means  of  declaring  improvement 
areas  and  making  it  the  duty  of  local  authorities  to  cause  and  inspection 
of  their  district  to  be  m*ade  to  ascertain  v/hether  any  area  in  the  district 
ought  to  be  declared  an  improvement  area. 


Forty-one  applications  for  improvement  grants  v/ere  dealt  v/ith. 
Eighteen  of  these  were  for  Discretionary  Grants  and  the  other  twenty- 
three  being  Standard  Grant  applications,  one  of  which  v/as  dealt  v/ith 
under  the  new  procedure  for  an  increased  Standard  Grant.  The  vast 
majority  of  grants  were  made  to  owner/occupiers.

(d)  Slum  Clearance 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  v/ith  regard  to  slum  clearance  v/ork  and  j 
it  can  nov/  be  said  that  the  worst  of  the  sub-standard  properties  have 
been  dealt  with. 


During  the  year  under  reviev/,  following  action  by  the  Council, 
eleven  houses  v/ere  demolished,  one  Closing  Order  made  and  four  under- 
takings not  to  re-let  v/ere  accepted. 

(e)  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

At  present  this  is  not  a serious  problem  in  Parnham,  but  v/here 
cases  are  found  a detailed  inspection  is  made. 

Following  the  service  of  a statutory  notice,  work  to  improve  the 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  at  one  house  was  completed,  and  an  in- 
formal notice  served  to  provide  improved  facilities  at  another  property. 

(f ) Overcrowding

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OBTFICES,  SHOPS  AW  RA.ILT:AY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 


This  much  av;aited  legislation  came  into  force  during  1964,  and 
in  consequence  has  placed  increased  responsibilities  and  work  on  the 
Public  Hecltli  Inspectors.  It  deals  comprehensively  wfith  the  v/elfs-re 
of  shop  and  office  workers,  including  provisions  relating  to  dangerous 
machinery. 

The  initial  operation  of  registration  was  very  time  consuming  but 
I am  glad  to  say  that  in  the  main  occupiers  of  shops  and  offices  in  the 
district  were  very  co-operative. 

Although  a number  of  regulations  made  under  this  Act  are  still  not 
operative,  a good  start  has  been  made  in  carrying  out  a comprehensive 
inspection  of  these  premises.  It  has  been  found  in  a,  number  of  cases 
necessary  to  drav;  attention  to  the  requirements  of  the  Act.

SHOPS  ACT,  1930 


The  welfare  provisions  of  this  Act  have  been  repealed  by  the 
Offices  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  mentioned  in  the  previous 
paragraph. 
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In  visits  to  shops,  it  v;as  necessary,  in  some  cases,  to  draw  the 
attention  of  shopkeepers  to  minor  contraventions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 

A fev/  compla-ints  regarding  contravention  of  the  Sunday  Trading 
provisions  v;ere  received  and  these  were  all  dealt  with  informally.  It 
would  appear  that  the  provision  of  this  Act  dealing  mth  early  closing 
and  Sunday  Trading  must  soon  be  reviewed.  From  an  officer's  view  point 
the  Sunday  Trading  provisions  are  most  difficult  to  a.dminister  and 
clarification  would  be  most  welcome. 

PUBLIC  CQIT\/ENIEI\iCES 

There  are  five  blocks  of  Public  Conveniences  in  the  town  area. 

The  largest  block  with  wash  and  brush-up  facilities  being  situated  in 
the  CentraJ.  Car  Park,  These  conveniences  receive  much  greater  use 
than  any  of  the  others. 

Early  in  I965  work  is  scheduled  to  commence  on  the  construction  of 
a new  block  of  conveniences  in  South  Street  and  when  these  are  completed 
the  old  unsatisfactory  ones,  will  be  closed. 

SOTMIMBATHS 


T'/;enty-f our  samples  of  water  were  taJken  from  the  Council's  two 
swimming  baths.  These  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  all  the  results  were  satisfactory, 

Tv;elve  samples  v/ere  taken  from  private  swimming  baths  in  the 
district  and  it  is  pleaning  to  note  that  only  one  result  fell  belov/ 
the  Ministry's  recommended  standard.  In  this  case  suggestions  were 
ma.de  as  to  the  method  of  treatment  tha.t  should  be  adopted. 

PET  ACT.  1951 

There  are  two  licensed  pet  shops  in  the  district.  They  mainly 
deal  in  cage  birds,  fish  and  tortoises. 

The  preLiises  were  kept  under  supervision  and  maintained  in  a

MOVEABLE  Dl7ELI'Ii\'&S 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  site  licences  in  operation 
in  the  district  was  fourteen.  With  the  exception  of  one  site  for 
six  caravans,  these  were  all  in  respect  of  individual  caravans,  a 
number  of  these  being  building  plots.  Four  new  licences  were  issued 
during  1964  and  four  caravans  removed,  the  site  licences  being  not 
renewed.  All  sites  were  na,intained  to  a satisfactory  standard  and 
no  difficulties  were  experienced, 

RODENT  im  PEST  CONTROL 

(a)  Rodent  Control 

One  rodent  operative  is  employed  by  the  Council  e,nd  he  continues 
to  deal  with  all  complaints  promptly  and  efficiently.  This  service 
is  much  appreciated  by  the  public. 

Details  of  the  rodent  control  work  are  summarised  as  follows 


Paxticular  a,ttention  was  given  to  the  refuse  tip,  the  sewa,ge 
works,  and  the  sewage  iJunping  stations. 
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Twenty- two  annual  and  thirty- seven  immediate  contracts  were 
undertaken  in  respect  of  business  premises,  hospitals,  schools, 
farms,  etc. 

During  the  year  requests  were  received  for  the  destruction  of 
forty-five  wasps  nests,  of  which  forty- two  on  private  property  were 
destroyed  at  the  Council's  standing  charge  of  15/-  per  nest.  The 

other  three  were  on  Local  Authority  property. 

(c)  Other  Insect  Pests 

The  Department  is  called  upon  to  give  advice  on  a number  of 
household  pests.  During  the  year,  at  the  request  of  occupiers, 
eight  premises  v/ere  treated  on  a re-chargeable  basis. 

ATI-IOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Daily  measurements  continue  to  be  made,  of  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide  in  the  atmosphere,  and  the  results  submitted  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  in  connection  with  their 
national  survey  into  atmospheric  pollution, 

A number  of  complaints  were  received  and  investigated  concern- 
ing nuisance  conditions  caused  by  the  burning  of  refuse  in  the  open 
air.  These  were  all  dealt  v?ith  on  an  informal  basis. 
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S.iIiITARY  CIRCLYiSTMCES  OF  THE  IjmA 


Y/iJTER  SUPPLY 


Water  is  supplied  by  the  Key  Valley  T/ater  Company.  The 
water  undertakers  themselTes  submit  ^a^ples  for  chemical  examination 
quarterly  and  ba,cteriologica,l  examination  weekly.  The  results  of 
these  samples  continued  to  be  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

There  are  knavm  to  be  nine  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  not 
served  with  a piped  v/ater  supply. 

Following  compladnts  three  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  from 
dwelling  houses  but  in  each  case  the  bacteriological  quality  of  the 
water  was  found  to  be  satisfa.ctory. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  idID  D ISPOS/Ji 


This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

A weekly  collection  is  ca,rried  out  throughout  the  district  and 
controlled  tipping  has  continued  at  the  sandpit  in  Weydon  Lane. 

DRAINAGE  AM)  SEi^/ERAG-E 

I am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the  follovdng 
report  on  work  undertaken  during  1964:- 

(a)  Bourne  Valley  Drainage 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  new  trunk  sewer  from  ¥a,verley  Pumping 
Station  to  Sandrock  Hill  Road.  This  will  deal  with  many  of  the 
problems  arising  from  the  surcharging  of  the  old  sewer.  The  est- 
imated cost  of  the  work  is  about  £50,000. 

(b ) Hale,  Badshot  Lea  & Weybourne  area.s. 

Investigations  are  proceeding  regarding  the  future  proposals, 
where  necessmy,  for  the  efficient  draina.ge  of  these  areas.  The 
possibility  of  providing  drainage  facilities  for  Runfold,  Seale 
and  Sands  areas  is  also  being  examined, 

(c)  Sewage  disposad 

Although  the  present  Vforks  is  now  overloaded,  strenuous  efforts 
have  resulted  in  san5)les  which,  generally  speaking,  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Boand,  Investigations  are  now  pro- 
ceeding into  extensions  to  the  Works  to  deal  with  both  the  short  and 
long  term  increases  in  the  population  of  the  area. 
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INSPECTION  AT®  SUPEPI/ISION  OF  FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREIvUSES 


One  thousand  and  t'wenty-one  visits  v;ere  ma,de  to  premises  v/here 
food  is  stored,  prepajred  or  sold.  It  is  this  persona,!  contact  with 
food  handlers  which  is  most  important  in  effecting  improvements  and 
ma,intaining  sn.tisfact 'ry  standr.rds  in  the  preparation  and  handling 
of  food.  The  display  of  food  hygiene  posters  has  some  merit  hut  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  a visit  hy  a trained  Public  Health  Inspector 
can  achieve  far  more  in  promoting  good  food  hygiene. 

During  visits  to  food  shops  it  ha.s  on  occasions  been  found 
necessary  to  remind  occupiers  and  staff  of  their  responsibilities 
under  the  provisions  of  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  relating  to 
the  handling,  stora.ge  and  marking  of  food.  Due  to  their  co-operation 
it  has  been  possible  to  deal  with  infringeijiints  on  an  informal  basis. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  steady  increase  in  frozen  food 
cabinets  installed  in  food  premises,  and  although  there  is  no 
statutory  control,  it  v/as  found  in  a number  of  cases,  that  the  temp- 
erature maintained  in  these  ca.binets  war  higher  than  that  recommended 
for  the  storage  of  frozen  foods.  iinother  point  that  is  sometimes 
overlooked  is  correct  stock  rotation. 

The  steady  improvement  of  food  shops  has  continued  and  the  increase 
in  rrrai,pped  foods,  especially  vegetables,  has  helped  in  regard  to  tidi- 
ness and  cleanliness  of  the  general  shops  handling  a variety  of  food 
commodities.

COIvIPLAHTTS  OF  FOREIGN  BODIES  AND  SUBSTANCES  Hi  FOOD 


I have  to  report  that  complaints  received  of  this  type  would 
appear  to  be  on  the  increase.  In  all  cases  it  is  necessary  to  carry 
out  a.  thorough  investigation  in  an  endeavour  to  find  the  cause  of  the 
trouble  and  to  assess  responsibility.  It  was  necessary  to  bring  five 
cases  to  the  attention  of  the  Committee,  In  tv/o  cases  legal  proceed- 
ings were  instituted. 

1.  Fly  in  fish  finger  - Firm  fined  £5  with  £5  5s. Od.  costs. 

2,  Piece  of  metrl  bolt  in  bread  - Firm  fined  £20  with  £8  8s. Od.  costs. 
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In  dealing  with  the  other  three  complaints  it  v/as  decided  to 
send  warning  letters.  These  were  in  respect  of;- 

1,  Pan  scale  in  block  of  salt, 

2,  Mouldy  Bacon  and  Sgg  pie. 

3,  Fly  in  processed  cheese. 

ICE-CREAM 


There  is  no  ice-cream  manufactured  in  the  area,  all  the  shops 
being  supplied  by  one  or  other  of  the  larger  manufacturers. 

Twelve  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  Methylene  Blue  Testing.  Nine  of  these 
samples  passed  the  test  but  the  results  of  the  other  three  samples 
could  not  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.  These  samples  were  taken  from 
bulk  containers  and  after  advice  on  the  sterilisation  of  servers, 
follow-up  samples  passed  the  recommended  Methylene  Blue  Test. 

A number  of  vehicles  frequent  the  district  from  outside  areas 
and  these  are  subject  to  inspection. 

One  additional  shop  was  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream. 

MILK  SUPPLY 


Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  1963,  the 
designation  ’’Tuberculin  Tested"  milk  ceased  to  exist  after  the  1st 
October  1964,  but  the  labelling  provisions  continued  until  the  end 
of  the  year. 

In  future  the  only  special  designation  for  milk  will  be 
"Pasteurised",  "Sterilised"  and  "Untreated". 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  in  existence  thirty-seven 
Dealer's  (Pre-packed  Milk)  licences  and  one  Dealer's  (Pasteuriser's) 
licence.  All  these  licences  expire  on  the  31st  December,  1965 • 

During  the  year  under  review  thirteen  new  Dealer's  (Pre-packed  Elilk) 
licences  were  issued. 

The  only  untreated  milk  sold  in  the  area  is  a small  quantity  of 
farm  bottled  milk.  A few  retail  shops  sell  sterilised  milk,  but, 
in  the  main,  pasteurised  milk  is  retailed. 

There  is  one  H.T.S.T.  pasteurising  plant  in  the  district  from 
which  samples  were  taken  weekly. 

The  total  number  of  samples  obtained  throughout  the  area  was  114* 
These  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  St,  Luke's 
Hospital,  Guildford,  A summary  of  the  results  is  shovm  in  the  follow-

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The  total  number  of  samples  taken  was  83  and  out  of  this  number 
38  were  milk  samples,  26  of  the  milk  samples  submitted  for  analysis 
were  ordinary  milk,  having  an  average  composition  of  3*69^  fat  and 
8*68%  solids  not  fat.  The  remaining  12  samples  were  Channel  Island 
grade,  having  an  average  composition  of  4*30/o  fat  and  8*92^  solids 
not  fat. 

The  Public  Analyst  reported  that  three  informal  samples  were 
not  genuine  and  in  two  cases  the  manufacturers  agreed  to  revise  the 
wording  of  the  label,  to  comply  v^rith  the  Labelling  of  Pood  Order, 
and  in  the  remaining  case  the  matter  is  not  yet  resolved.
